them. 
“The union insists on the highest standards of workmanship. 
It compels the members—both helpers and journeymen—to at­ 
tend night school until they learn what they need to know and 
what they are paid to know. 
“Each mechanic is held responsible for the kind of work he 
performs. 
Members are penalized for doing careless or faulty 
work. 
They are also required to correct defective work on their 
own time.”
